NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd March, 1999 

Sub: Anti-Dumping investigation concerning imports of Black and white resin coated 
photographic paper other than type setting paper-Final findings. 
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25/1/97-Add Having regard to the Customs Tariff Act 1975 as amended in 
1995 and the Customs Tariff (Identification. Assessment and Collection of Anti- 
Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, 
thereof: 


I. PROCEDURE 

1. The procedure described below has been followed with regard to the 
investigations: 

i) The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as Authority),under die Rules, 
received written application from M/s New India Industries Ltd. (hereinafter referred to as 
Nil) on behalf of the domestic industry, alleging dumping of black and white resin coated 
photographic paper (hereinafter referred to as subject goods) other than type setting 
paper originating in or exported from the UK and France (hereinafter referred to as 
subject countries) 

ii) The Authority, on the basis of sufficient evidence submitted by the petitioner, 
decided to initiate investigations against imports of black and white resin coated 
photographic paper other than type setting paper from UK and France. The authority 
notified the Embassies of UK and France about the receipt of dumping allegation before 
proceeding to initiate the investigations in accordance with sub-rule 5(5) of the Rules; 

iii) The Authority issued a public notice dated 5.5.98 published in the Gazette of 
India, Extraordinary, initiating anti-dumping investigations concerning imports of black 
and white resin coated photographic paper other than type setting paper, classified under 
sub-headings 3703.10 and 3703.90 of Customs TariffrAmendment)Act, 1995, 
originating in or exported from UK and France; 

iv) The Authority forwarded a copy of the public notice to the known exporters 
(whose details were made available by the petitioner) and industry associations and gave 
them an opportunity to make their views known in writing in accordance with the rule 
6 ( 2 ); 

v) The Authority forwarded a copy of the public notice to the known importers of 
black and white resin coated photographic paper other than type setting paper in India 
and advised them to make their views known in writing within forty days from the date of 
the letter, 

vi) Request was made to the Central Board of Excise and Customs (CBEC) to 
arrange details of imports of black and white resin coated photographic paper other than 
type setting paper for the past three years, including the period of investigation; 

vii) The authority provided a copy of the petition to the known exporters and the 
Embassies of UK and France in accordance with rule 6(3) supra; 

viii) The Authority sent questionnaire, to elicit relevant information, to the following 
exporters of UK and France, in accordance with the Rule 6(4): 

M/s Ilford Ltd., UK 

M/s Agfa-Gevacrt S.A., France 

M/s Kentmere Lid., UK 
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ix) The Embassies of the subject countries in New Delhi were informed about the 
initiation of the investigations in accordance with rule 6(2) with a request to advise the 
cxportemproducers from their country to respond to the questionnaire within the 
prescribed time. A copy of the tetter, petition and questionnaire sent to the exporters was 
also sent to the Embassies alongwith a list of known exporter/produccr; 

x) A Questionnaire was sent to the following known importers of black and white 
resin coated photographic paper other than type setting paper in India calling for 
necessary information in accordance with rule 6(4); 

1. M7s Allied Photographies India Ltd., Mumbai (hereinafter referred to asAPIL) 

2 M/s Jindai Foto Films Ltd., New Delhi 

3. M/s Techno Fhoto Pvt. Ltd., LT.P 

4. M/'s Sundar International, Mumbai 

The infor ma tion was filed by M/s Techno Foto Films Ltd. 

xi) Investigation period considered for this investigation was 1* April 96 to 30" 1 June, 
1997. 

2. WITHDRAWAL OF PETITION 

The petitioner have informed the Directorate that the exporters from Hungary 
and Czech Republic are also dumping the resin coated Black and white photographic 
paper to India. In addition to resin coated papers the petitioner has submitted that the 
Baryta coated papers are also being exported to India by Hungary and Czech Republic at 
dumped prices. The petitioner have further mentioned that imposition of anti-dumping 
duty against exports of resin coated papers by UK and France may not provide relief to 
the domestic industry as the new exposures as mentioned by them above would not be 
covered and they are, therefore, constrained to withdraw their petition and apply again 
including Baryta coated papers alongwith resin coated papers and also including the 
exporters from Hungary and Czech Republic in their representation. 

3. CONCLUSIONS; 

The authority notes that the rules 14(a) of the Antidumping rules reads as 

follows:- 

14. “The designated authority shall, by issue of a public notice, terminate an 
investigation immediately if - 

(a) it receives a request, in writing for doing so from or on behalf of the domestic 
industry affected, at whose instance the investigation was initiated”. 

The Authority therefore decides to terminate the investigation in view of the 
petitioner’s written request and the subrule 14(a) of the antidumping rules. In view of 
the foregoing paras, the Designated Authority, therefore, does not consider it appropriate 
to further examine the information and views relating to dumping, Kke articles, domestic 
industry, injury and causal link etc. filed by various interested parties viz. exporters, 
importers and the petitioner.
